chiefes that may ariſe from thoſe Aits of force,which we ſhall 
beneceſlitated unto.

tion, And what calling have you-to reforme us by the 
ſword? We donot remember thatever the like indignity 
was offered by one Nation to another, by aleflertoa 
oreater, That thoſe men who have heretofore pleaded ſa 
vehemently for Liberty of Conſcience, againſt all Oathes 
and Subſcriptions, ſhould now aſſume a power tothem- 
ſelves by Armes toimpoſe a Law uponthe Conſciences 
of their tellow Subjects. A vanquiſhed Nation would 
ſcarce endure ſuch Tearmes from their Conquerers. 

But this Weare ſure of, that this is the way to make 
the Proteſtant Religion odiousto all Monarchs, Chriſtian

- Yourathertwoends, thatis the Honour and happi- 
neſſe of the King, and the publique Peace and Liberty of

Cline all diſputation about it, itis an caſy thing to pretend 
the Cauſe of God, as the Iewes did the Temple of the 
Lord, but this is farre from choſe evident demonſtrations, 
which you often mention, never make. ih 

Conſider thatthere muſt bean Account given to Gog 
of all the blood which ſhall be ſhed in this quarrell. The 
way to prevent it, is not by ſuch inſinuations, but ro retixe 
before the Sword be unſheathed, or the breach be made 
too wide; you cannot think that we are grown ſuch tame 
Creatures, to deſert our Religion, our Lawes , our Libe\,, 
ties, onr Eſtates, upon command of Forreigners, and t(+ 
ſuffer our ſelves and our Poſtericy, tobe made Beggery 
and Slaves without oppoſition. If any of ours ſhall joyne 
with you inthis Action, we cannot look upon them other. 
wiſc then as Traitorstotheir King, Vipers to their native. 
Country, and ſuchas have been Plotters or Fomenters of.; 
this eine from the beginning. But if misinformation 
or Feare, hath drawnany of yours ignorantly or unwil= 
lingly into this Cauſe, We deſire them to withdraw! 
themſelves at laſt, and not tomake themſelves acceſfaries.
